LOST 


HIS LIFE IN ATTEMPT TO 
RESCUE BATHRERS. 


...The Rev. John Trevennan Penrose, aged 
72, of London, lost his life at Ballycastle, 
County Antrim, in a gallant effort to save 
the lives of some young women who were in 
.danger of drowning. 

Four women—Mrs. Williams, Miss Kath- 
leen Brannigan, of Quay Hill, Ballycastle, 
and Miss Kelly and Miss Kealy, two 
teachers—were bathing on the strand when 
the three younger women were carried out 
to sea by a current. Miss Kealy succeeded 
in getting out of the water unaided, and 
raised: the alarm. 
| -; Several people ran to the shore, among 
whom. was the Rev. Mr. Penrose, who had 
been playing golf on the adjoining links. 
‘Seizing a lifebelt, he waded towards uss 
Kelly, but he was seen to collapse before he 
reached her. : 

Mr. Walter Knox, who ran from the 
Marine Hotel on hearing the cries for help, 
waded out to where Mr. Penrose and Miss 
Kelly were, and succeeded in bringing them 
ashore. In the meantime Miss Serenicas 
was. assisted from the water by Miss Kealy. 
Artificial respiration was tried in the case 
of the Rev. Mr. Penrose; but he never 
rallied. 

‘Mr. Penrose was a brother-in-law of the 
Right Hon. Ronald McNeill, M.P., with 
whom’ ke ‘was on a visit at Glenmona, Cushen- 
dun, ‘He sent, to Ballyeastle. on Saturday 
Morning to play golf, and while on the links 
‘Heard the cries for help. . He resided at 
Tullaghquin, Wimbledon, London. 

" THE INQUEST. 

“The inquest on the body of the Rev. John 
Trevennan Penrose was held on Saturday 
evening. i 

Mr. Walter R. Knox, a visitor from Bel- 
fast, stated that he was sitting at the r 
of the Marine Hotel when a man arrived, 
and requested two youths to go for a boat 
as a woman was drowning. The witness ran 
te the shore and saw the Rev. Mr. Penrose 
about fifty yards from 'the shore, wading 
towards the woman. He had a lifebuoy tied 
under his arms. 

Just as the witness had got his coat off 
Mr. Penrose’ seemed to get into deep water 
and then suddenly collapsed. The witness 
was making towards him when the lady, 
who was in difficulty, went down, so he 
caught her and pulled her ashore, afterwards 
going out and bringing in Mr. Fenrose, who 
was floating in water about 4 to 5 feet in 
depth. e witness said that he was not 
“out of his depth at the time. 

Medical evidence was to. the effect that the 
cause of death was heart failure, due to the 
deceased clergyman’s exertions on entering 
the water. 

A jutor, commented on the fact that there 


1. were several men on the beach when the 


occurrence-’took place, and that these people

THE REBUILDING OF AN HOTEL. 

The Commissioners had before them a letter 
from the Secretary of the Public Works De- 
partment providing engrossed deed of mort- 
gage securing repayment of £20,000 proposed 
to be advanced to the Corporation under the 
Dublin Reconstruction (Emergency Provisions) 
Act for rebuilding of Wynn’s Hotel.

MR. DE VALERA AND 
THE TREATY. 


DAIL EXCUSES 
DENOUNCED. 


“We are prepared to go into this 
26-county assembly, provided that we can 
go there without having to commit ourselves 
to a policy and programme with which we 
do not agree,” said Mr. de Valera to a 
large public meeting yesterday at the Parade, 
Kilkenny. 

Mr. de Valera said that he and those who 
were with him did not accept the Treaty. 
They believed that the only allegiance that a 
representative of the people should give, the 
only oath that he should swear, if he was 
asked to swear an oath at all, would be to 
serve loyally and faithfully according to his 
conscience and intelligence the interests of 
the whole nation. In the 1919 election the 
representative for Kilkenny, who was still 
its representative, told them that he st;od fcr 
th. Republic of Ireland, and for the in- 
dependence of Ireland. In the 1918 elections 
all those men were elected, not to make the 
best bargain that they could with England, 
not to give away the independence which 
Irishmen had been struggling for through the 
centuries; they were elected specifically to 
maintain the. independence of Ireland, and 
they pledged themselves before God to main- 
tain the Republic against all enemies, foreign 
and domestic. Now, how could they expect 
that men who proved false to those pledges, 
who broke the most solemn pledges that man 
co d give, who broke the most solemn pact, 
one with another—how could they expect. 
that those men could serve this nation pro- 
perly, or that the country could have pros- 
perity or anything like h& even, as long 
as they were in command of it? 

T know full well, he added, all the reasons 
given in Dail Eireann for the acceptance of 
th» Treaty. I know that most of them were 
lies, and time has proved that they were 
lies. You were told that the Treaty gave 
you independence, and that it meant that 
partition would be ended. You were told 
that prosperity was to follow in» its trail. 
How have those promises been fulfilled, as 
far a the consequences of the Treaty are 
concerned? They have consented to the 
d'vision of our nation, and helped, as far as 
they could, in the mutilation and destruction 
of our country. 

The Free State, he added, was oniy English 
Colonial Government, and not complete 
Colonial Government. Republicans denied 
that England had any right to separate or 
take six counties from the country, and they 
denied that any section within the country 
had any right to cut itself off from the 
nation. Would it be tolerated in any 
country in the world? '
